Tho Council commlttoo oil financo
mot hint night to nettle with Mr. Will-
jam Mylea, late city collector. Chair-
ii1.111 Pollock, Messrs. XIailoy, Maxwell,
O'Knne ami Ferrell, of tho committee,"
vlurka Thoncr, l'eo and llanko and Mr.

In going
over the assessors' books ho round that
they had made errors in tho additions,-
and that the assessment amounted to
more than tho $18,129,ISM tho assessors
had reported, but tho custom has been
to require the city clerk to charge on
his books the amount reported.

I.auckport, N. Y., the successful bidder,
expects to have the machinery completeby spring and ready to push the work
on the station to the earliest comple¬tion the weather will allow.

AN EVANGELICAL FAITH
Bolnfj Eullt up Amontf tho Coptio

Christians of Old Egypt

BY THE UNITED PRESBYTERIANS.
Mr.'and 3Irs. 8. Kelly GlfTon Enter¬
tain* an Amllenco with Accounts
of MlNslnnary Lift) In a Moslem

Couutry.A People Tlmt Don't Know
"What Comfort In.

An interesting locturo was delivered
last night in the lecturo room of tho
United Presbytorlnu church, byltov. J.
Kelly Giflon. Mr. Gilfen was for years
a missionary in Kgypt, aeslstod by his
wife. Tho room was fairly well tilled,
but tho facts would liavo interested a
much lareor audienco. Mr. Gifleu ex¬

plained tho missionary work in Egypt.
In reference to Iho reproach so often
flung at tho missionaries, that thoy do
not convert Mahometans, ho explained
how and why tho Musselman was a

diflicuit bubject to convert, lio be¬
lieves in only 0110 God.and cannot
undorHtand tho nature of tho Trinity.
Ho thinks it is blasphemy to call Christ
tho Son of God, and derogatory to the
Deity to placo alongbido ot him a
woman. Tho Mussolman's fatalistic
belief stands obstinately in tho way of
bringing him to a diU'eront belief. *15e-
lioving that God has dbcreod every¬thing from eternity, ho thinks it is fly¬ing in Ilia fueo to attempt to do any¬
thing to ward o'lf tho ills that flesh is
heir to. lie even refuses to summon a

physician when sick. All Mahometans,ho firmly believes, will go to paradise,and all believers m a different faith
are doomed to' damnation. No
matter what lifo the Mahometan
has led, no matter in how many crimes
his soul is stooped, his salvation is cor-
tain.

It is exceedingly diflicuit to make tho
Moslem credit any religion as being bet¬
ter than his own. Was not Mahomet

TIIE LAST OK THE I'HOPHETS?
lie argues, and did ho not reveal to his
followers tho latest and best of God's
word? There is nothing in his religion
about sin and regeneration. The
natural man cun desire nothing moro
convenient than^ tho religion of tho
Prophet, llis followors ara totally
ignorant of a spiritual lifo, and cannot
be made to understand it. Thoy are
satislied with themselves and their own
prospects, and can conceive of nothing
better that religion might provide for
them. When spoken to of a religion,which is measured by its otl'ects on tho
lives and actions of men, thoy say 'Til
nono of it," having in miud tho ox'amploof the Coptic and Armenian Christians
among whom they live.
When tho missions woro started in

1854, the lecturer proceodod, two at¬
tempts had already been mado to intro¬
duce genuine Christianity among tho
Christians, they presenting a better
field field forwork than tho Mahometans
ollered. Both attempts, mado by tho
Moravians and tho English church,
were signal failures, mainly becauso all
energios woro devoted to efforts to re¬
form the Coptic church by improvingtho priesthood. The now missionaries
began with tho people themselves. Two
classes exist in tho country, the vory
poor and the vory rich, and the Coptsbelong in tho former category. No
middle class exists. It is true that at
present there aro three wealthy native
families among the converts in Asyoot,the field of Mr. Gillon's labors, but'theybecame rich only after having been con¬
verted to Protestantism, Mr. GilFon
using tho word in its evangelical sense
and in contra-distinclion to the CopticChristian sect.
An interesting account of the life of

tho peonlo was given by Mr. Giflen.
He told how tho laboring* man gets but
ton to lifteen cents for a day's work,
though a good carpenter may some¬
times make as much as from thirty to
fifty cents.

TIIKIR MODE OF LIFE
is very simple. Meat once or twice a
week is a luxury, broad and raw vege¬
tables their usual food and a cup of
coffee oncc a week. Many never eat
meat at all. The thermometer onlyoccasionally going as low as forty de-
grees in the winter, a single cotton gar¬
ment suliicca them lor clothing.Designing to establish not a United
Presbyterian, but anEvangelical church,tho missionaries commenced startingschools. At presem there are 6,500pupils in 109 schools, supported by the
native people. The seminary contains
21 pupils, tho training school 175, and
about 100 girls attend the girls' school.
Tho Moslem governor of tho provincewasmuch pleased with tho girls schools,but when asked by the missionaries
why he made no attempt to provideeducation for girls, replied that
Mahometan chiefs did not believe in it.
Women may, Mr. Giflen continued,
enter the Mahometan paradise, but not
many. In fact, the Moslems say that
when a man fails to enter paradise it is
becauso some woman blocked the wayand thus shut him out.

Girls have a hard time of if in Egypt,according to lie v. Mr. Gi lion's testi¬
mony. Not ono in 10,000 Coptic womon
can read, and it used to be hard to gaintheir parents' consent to their attend¬
ing school. An educated young man
can frequently make fifteen or twentydollars a mouth by filling a government
position, but as these situations are not
for girls, parents could see no uso in
sending them to school. There is im¬
provement, however, in this regard.Even a very homely girl, who has at¬
tended tho mission schools, finds it
easier to get marriod, and consequentlymothers are beginning to see the ma¬
terial hdvantages of girls' schooling.Tho food and the mode oi life at tho
mission schools is very simple. Thick
soup and bread form the staple food;
a tablecloth, however, is invariablyused. Right hero tho missionaries have
encountered a serious difficulty. Manyof the former pupils will not return and
live at home, after having enjoyed
THE SIMI'LE COMFORTS OF THE SCHOOL.
Thoy cannot be induced to go back to

tho mud houses, reeking with filth and
the common living ground of cattlo,
asses, cats and hogs, as many as 100
livinji beings, human and otherwise,herding together in one house. Num¬
bers oi the pupils i'ofuso to submit to
privations that the missionaries.them-
selvos do not object to.
The town of Asvoot contains 30,000inhabitants, and yet, Mr. GitFen said,ho could walk from ono end to the

other in ten minutes. In answer to a
question, ho said that any affection ex¬
isting among tho peopfo was chietlyanimal instinct. Among tho converted
family affection was- much stronger,
even "though the houses might be as
filthy as those of the other copts. Ono
lady asked if they were peaceably in¬
clined. "Very peaceable indeed," he re-
pliod, "though they will sometimes
quarrel. I have seen two men stand upand cursfc ono another. They would

tako ofF their turbans and vou wotfld
expect overv minute to aco the hair 11 v.
Tliulr friends and families would join in
and make a perfect Babol, when tlio two
combatants would suddenly shako
hands and purt as friends."
"Can't you send tlint system over,

hero?" some ono naked. "1 might,"
replied tho speaker,"but i am afraid tho
American peonlo wouldn't adopt it."
lie said that souio of tho Copts abut'ed
thoir families, but no more than a cor-
tain class of peoplo in our own country.Mr. Gilfen's testimony regarding tlio
temperance of tho people was very
favorable. Tho Copt sometimes boozes
upon date palm liquor, but always re¬
tires to the bosom of his family prior to
so doing, and does not make a publicexhibition of himself.
Ono gentleman wanted to know what

punishments wore inflicted for crime,
and ho replied that ponaltios from a
wholesome beating to hanging. Ho
thought the sudden abolition by tho
English of whipping had not had a good
ellect, and should have been more
gradual. Tho strict application of hang¬
ing to tho bandits infesting tho deserts
on both sides of tho Nile valley had
worked benoficially for the security of
tho public.
At tho conclusion of Mr.

Gillen's address, his wife, Mrs.
Giffen, was called on and de¬
livered a few remarks. Mrs. Gifien
knew considerable of tho family life of
tlio Egyptians, and from her account of
their niodo of life, it was evident that
tho duties of -n missionary's wife are
not of tho most pleasant kind. Mr.
and Mrs. Gifien then sang a few verses
of hymns in tho Egyptian language, and
the audience was dismissed with the
invocation of the divine blessing by
Eov. Dr. J. T. McCluro.
